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Tragedy as man 

dies in house fire

A MAN has died in a tragic house fire 
early this morning. 

The emergency services were called 
to the terraced house in Bellings 
Road, Haverhill, at around 2.30am by 
a neighbour. 

When the fire service arrived they 
found smoke pouring from the dor¬ 
mer window at the front and the sec¬ 
ond floor dormer window at the rear 
of the house. 

Firefighters in breathing apparatus 
went inside and found the body of a 
man. 

The fire spread to the next-door 
property, but firefighters stopped it 
spreading further. Around seven peo¬ 
ple from neighbouring properties 
were evacuated from their homes. 

Fire station commander Paul 
Goodman said: “It’s a tragic event, 
and our sympathies go out to the 
family and friends of the person who 
died.” 

The man has not been officially 
identified, but has been named by 
neighbours as Del Roy Watson, a 
retired police officer. 

His friend and neighbour Stuart 
Smith said Mr Watson had worked in 
the Metropolitan Police for 28 years, 
and his wife had recently given birth 
to a baby boy. 

According to neighbours, three peo¬ 


ple who lived on the street went into 
the house to try and rescue Mr 
Watson when they saw the fire. 

Neighbour Ollie Bell was one of 
those to go into the burning building. 

“I looked out of my window and saw 
they were trying to kick Del’s door 
down,” he said. 

“I ran out of my house and they said 
‘there’s a fire’. We got into the house 


and ran on to the floor where we 
thought he was, and all we could see 
was black smoke. 

“The next door neighbours said they 
heard him calling for help before we 
got there. 

“All three of us were just trying to 
get him out of there, but I don’t think 
we could have done much. 

“If we could have seen him we could 


have done our best to help him out, 
but the smoke knocks you out. 

“The fire officer said we went as far 
as we could - if we went any further 
they’d have had to pull us out. It’s 
heartbreaking, because you know 
you’re only about 10 feet away from 
him, and you just can’t get to him.”

Tributes 
paid to 
victim of 
fatal crash 

TRIBUTES have been paid to 
a young man who died in a 
crash on the B1061 on Monday. 

Sebestian Andrzej Chlebosz, 
an employee of Maze Rattan 
in Boundary Road, Haverhill, 
died when an Audi 80, in 
which he was a back seat pas¬ 
senger, collided with a Ford 
Focus and a JCB. 

The accident happened just 
after 8am at Sipsey Bridge in 
Burrough Green. 

Four people were taken to 
hospital and the air ambu¬ 
lance, and fire crews from 
Newmarket, Haverhill and 
Bury St Edmunds attended, 
using cutting equipment to 
free three casualties. 

Two other men in the Audi, 
a 21-year-old man from 
Burwell and a 23-year-old 
from Soham, are also employ¬ 
ees of Maze Rattan. 

The driver was seriously 
injured and the front seat pas¬ 
senger suffered slight inju¬ 
ries. 

Martin Hughes, of Maze 
Rattan, paid tribute to Mr 
Chlebosz, who lived in 
Newmarket. 

He said: “We are still a bit all 
over the place. We’ve lost an 
excellent member of staff and 
a good friend.” 

The Ford driver, a 35-year- 
old woman from Newmarket, 
and the JCB driver, a 32-year- 
old man from Carlton, both 
received slight injuries. 

Police are appealing for any 
witnesses to the crash to con¬ 
tact the roads policing unit at 
Cambridgeshire Police on 101.

Mr Bell said Mr 
Watson suffered 
from multiple sclero¬ 
sis, which affected 
his mobility, and he 
used a walking stick. 

Mr Watson’s friend 
Stuart Smith paid 
tribute to him this 
morning. 

“He was excellent, a 
very nice guy,” he 
said. “He was a real 
gentleman. I never 
ever spoke to him 
when he didn’t smile 
and didn’t laugh. 

“He will always be 
in our thoughts and 
in our hearts, and it’s 
a big loss for the 
community.” 

Mr Smith said Mr 
Watson’s wife and 
baby son were stay¬ 
ing in London at the 
time of the fire. 

Neighbour Yvonne 
Wilde said: “He was a 
really lovely man. 
Every morning he 


said good morning - 
he would stop to just 
say hello. 

“My friends who 
live a couple of doors 
away heard him call¬ 
ing for help. They 
were knocking on 
the house door. I 
think one of the 
neighbours had a key 
to his house, and 
they got in. 

“They opened the 
door to the room he 
was in but they 
couldn’t get to him. 
He was stuck by the 
window shouting for 
help. They said he 
just suddenly 
stopped calling, and 
they just had to get 
out. It’s really really 
tragic what hap¬ 
pened, especially 
knowing that some¬ 
one was calling for 
help.” 

An investigation 
has been launched 
into the cause of the 
fire.

WORK has started on a new 
Montessori nursery in Haverhill. 

The nursery will be based at the 
Haverhill Research Park in Three 
Counties Way but will be open to 
everyone, not just those living and 
working on the site. 

The building work, carried out by 
KP Construction, began on Monday. 

They are aiming to complete the 
building in early August, ready for an 
Ofsted inspection before the nursery 
opens in September. 

The single-storey building will cater 
for around 80 children between the 
ages of 3 months and 5 years. 

It will have a baby room, two toddler 
rooms and two rooms for 3 to 5 year 
olds, as well as an onsite chef so the 
children can eat home-cooked meals. 

It will have indoor and outdoor play 
areas and 16 parking spaces, and will 
be open from 7am to 6.30pm Monday 
to Friday. 

The facility will be run by Colourbox 
Montessori School Ltd, who operate a 
nursery in Newmarket rated “out¬ 
standing” by Ofsted. 

It will be managed by qualified early 
years teacher Lesley Milmine, who 
works at Colourbox in Newmarket. 
She said: “I am very much looking 


forward to welcoming children and 
their families from Haverhill and the 
surrounding areas to share this excit¬ 
ing new Montessori venture with us.” 

Sandra Copping, manager at 
Colourbox in Newmarket, said: “We 
are looking forward to coming to 


Haverhill and doing more exciting 
things with the children.” 

It will be partnered with the Samuel 
Ward Trust, the academy trust which 
runs four schools in Haverhill and 
three elsewhere. The trust already 
works with Colourbox’s Newmarket 


centre. 

Howard Lay, Chief Executive of 
Samuel Ward Academy Trust said: 
“They are an outstanding provider 
and there is a real real need for 
quality nursery provision in 
Haverhill. 

“I believe the biggest impact 
you can make in education is 
at a young age. There’s a kind 
of moral imperative with 
early learning provision.” 
Plans to have a nursery on the 
research park were set out in the 
original outline application 

approved by the borough council 
in 2011. 

The plans also included a restau¬ 
rant, pub and large office spaces. 
Family pub and restaurant The 
Flying Shuttle opened on the site last 
year. 

Nic Rumsey, of Carisbrooke 
Investments, which is developing the 
research park, said about the nurs¬ 
ery: “It will combine with the restau¬ 
rant and the pub so that the site is 
beginning to become quite sustaina¬ 
ble. 

“People visiting the research park 
will have somewhere to eat, some¬ 
where to drink, and somewhere to 
leave their children. 

“It’s beginning to be quite an attrac¬ 
tive offer.”

‘End of era for SNT meetings’ 
published in the Haverhill Weekly 
News on March 5.

In the third paragraph, Ferrie 
comments that the force is 
thinking up ‘new and exciting 
ways’ to work with the public. I 
urge Ferrie to remember that the 
gulf between the community and 
the police is there for a reason, 
and while he seeks to narrow this 
divide, it is actually a professional 
distance, and to break this could 
leave the force vulnerable.

GP will see you now 

HAVING recently experienced the 
new system at the Christmas 
Makings and Clements Practice, 

('Weekly News, March 12) I feel that 
we as a town are taking a step 
backwards.

with life in the 21st century. 

I believe that the Christmas 
Makings and Clements Practice 
should operate the sit and wait at 
both surgeries, if Christmas 
Makings isn’t big enough then use 
the centre near the recreation 
ground. Something drastic needs 
doing now, not in six months or a 
year, now. 

Having used the sit and wait 
around a month ago, I waited four 
hours to see a doctor; a friend of 
mine waited 8 hours, I felt like I 
was sitting in a surgery in some 
third world country. 

I don’t think a practice should 
adopt whatever system it wants, 


there should be a standard across 
the whole of the UK that is the 
same. 

I am starting to wonder how the 
health of Haverhill fits into the 
High Street Master plan and 
Haverhill Vision 2031 or both, you 
still cannot get a chest X-ray in 
Haverhill, you still have to travel a 
30 plus mile round trip - how can 
that be in 2015?

Virtual clinic 
cuts hospital 
waiting times 


AN innovative new clinic at 
West Suffolk Hospital means 
patients have shorter waiting 
times and fewer visits to the 
hospital. 

The virtual fracture clinic 
gives medical staff at the hos¬ 
pital the ability to look at the 
X-rays of patients who would 
otherwise need to come into 
hospital.

Staff from 10 other hospi¬ 
tals, including King’s College 
Hospital in London, have vis¬ 
ited West Suffolk to learn 
more about the system, with a 
view to introducing it them¬ 
selves. 

Sue Deakin, consultant 
orthopaedic surgeon at West 
Suffolk Hospital, said: “We 
are delighted with the success 
of the virtual fracture clinic. 

“Not only has patient satis¬ 
faction improved, but waiting 
times have also reduced by at 
least a third because there are 


fewer patients who have to 
see us directly. 

“The number of times a 
patient needs to come to the 
hospital has also reduced, 
which is great news as it is 
much more convenient for 
them. 

“We are also really pleased 
the clinic has generated so 
much interest from other hos¬ 
pitals and have been all too 
happy to share our experi¬ 
ences with colleagues from 
elsewhere so that they can 
introduce similar services to 
benefit their patients.” 

All patients discharged over 
the phone through the virtual 
clinic are given a helpline 
number. 

They can still be seen by a 
doctor if it becomes neces¬ 
sary.

Fight to end 
child abuse 


A CAMPAIGN to end child sexual 
exploitation is being supported 
by Suffolk’s Local Safeguarding 
Children Board (LSCB).

Suffolk Constabulary, Suffolk 
County Council, and Suffolk’s 
Police and Crime Commissioner 
Tim Passmore, have joined the 
campaign. 

Child sexual exploitation is a 
crime that involves manipulating 
or coercing under-18s into sexual 
activity, and national awareness 
day was held yesterday to draw 
attention to it.

SPEAKING from a French villa where he's 
rehearsing for the tour with guitarist and singer 
Baz Warne, bassist and founder member Jean 
Jacques Burnel (JJ) is happy with the way things 
are in the band. "Yeah, we're in a good place at 
the moment. All our detractors have died or 
have given up the ghost. We are now getting 
respect and are really enjoying playing live," he 
laughs. 

That respect is certainly due, since they 
formed 41 years ago, the band have never 
stopped touring and recording and have 
produced classic hits including Golden Brown, 
Peaches, Duchess and Five Minutes. "We're a 
successful band but not commercial - we've 
always been true to ourselves." 

JJ, along with keyboard player Dave 
Greenfield and drummer Jet Black, have been 
together since 1975 (Dave was the last to join 
the band), and Baz has been with them for 
almost as long as original singer-guitarist Hugh 
Cornwell. 

"Our only concern really is Jet," Laments the 
bassist, who turned 63 in February. Jet turns 77 


March is one of the best months of the year. 
Not only is it the beginning of spring, but it’s 
the month of the now traditional annual UK 
tour of The Stranglers; and for that reason 
alone, the title of the tour, The Stranglers 
March On, is particularly apt says MARTIN 
HUTCHINSON 

this year and has been having health problems 
for a number of years; he no longer tours 
abroad with the band and his UK appearances 
are limited to a couple of songs at selected 
shows. He wants to keep drumming," says JJ. 
"The spirit is willing but the flesh is weak." 

"We take it on a day-to-day basis and we 
count our blessings if he does just one song." 

But the band has a substitute drummer in Jim 
Macauly. "Jim's great," JJ enthuses. "Jet has 
been mentoring him and he has been accepted 
by the fans - and overall we've had seven 
drummers in total standing in for Jet over the 
years." 

Conflicting reports have stated that once Jet 
retires, The Stranglers would also end. JJ has a 
diplomatic - and hopeful - answer: "Well, it's 


not a problem yet as Jet is still very much 
involved in the band, he still records and is very 
active behind the scenes. 

"But my take is that when Jet is completely 
out of the band we would finish, but Jet himself 
would like it to continue. As I said, he's 
mentoring Jim and is trying to convince me to 
carry on. 

"I remain to be persuaded though." 

Last year, the band celebrated their 40th 
anniversary with a massive UK tour and concert 
at the Olympia in Paris. "I really enjoyed the 
Ruby tour," says JJ. "We managed to do at 
least one piece from every one of our 17 studio 
albums; not only that but we beat all our 
attendance records at every show," he adds 
with a hint of pride. 

So what can we expect this time? "A few 
surprises," he says with a grin."We are playing 
a few songs we haven't done in ages and I'm 
having to relearn stuff I haven't played in over 
30 years - that's what I'm doing at the moment 
with Baz." 

And will there be any new material? "Well, 


I've got about 125 ideas for riffs and melodies, 
plus Baz has a lot too and we've played a few 
things, but I don't want to be distracted from 
preparing for this tour. 

"We'll be concentrating on producing 
intelligent songs and will start the recording 
process in earnest once we return from 
Moscow." 

Oh yes, the band have been invited to play in 
the Russian capital . . . "Yeah, we haven't 
played there for 16 or 17 years - before Baz 
joined in fact and there's been many changes 
over there since." 

But before then, the focus is on the UK tour. 
"That's right, it's become a very pleasant habit 
for us every spring. We have an audience and 
each show is a kind of communion. 

"We're not selling anything, we are musicians 
and we love to play and we're just having a 
bloody good time."

That means ghost trains at the funfair, horror 
movies, crime dramas. . . call me a killjoy, but they 
just amount to a certain block of time spent count¬ 
ing down until I can remove the cushion from my 
face. They're just no fun. 

So, going to see The Woman in Black on stage 
(no, I haven't seen the film starring Daniel Rad- 
cliffe. The trailer alone was enough to make my 
hands shoot up in front of my eyes), was not top of 
my must-do list. 

However, the show is visiting Cambridge Arts 
Theatre on tour and, good journalist that I am, I 
couldn't turn down a chance to see it in all its glory 
at the Fortune Theatre in Covent Garden, London, 
first, where an adaptation of Susan Hill's 1983 
novel has been staged since 1989. 

I turned up on a very sunny Monday afternoon, 
already terrified (did I mention I don't do scary?) 
and edged around several chattering, hyped up 
school groups on a GCSE day trip, to meet press 
lady Kate who led me into the Fortune Theatre's 
cramped, aged glamour; the stage in its gloomy 
belly. 

We headed to the bar, sadly not for a last min-

ute nerve-calming shot of vodka, but for me to get 
rigged up to a heart monitor. . . yes, really. 

The idea was to assess how much the show 
would make my heart gallop, based on a similar 
study that recently proved the production is far 
more terrifying than the film. Having seen neither, 
Kate figured my heart would be majorly skitterish. 

With a strap taped round my chest and a watch 
recording and displaying all the data, my resting 
heart rate levelled out at 71 (apparently 60-80 
beats per minute is average). Time to watch the 
show . . . 

The stage was a bare tangle of ripped sheeting 
and blank wooden boards, but already the school 
kids were switching rapidly between fevered whis¬ 
pering and hysterical squeaking. My uneasiness 
meanwhile ratcheted up thanks to the jetlagged 
American sat next to me who decided it'd be an 
ideal opportunity to chat and explain why I really 
ought to move to Chile to "make the most of my 
talents" before Europe became "completely Islami- 


fied". Fantastic. It was a relief when the lights 
sputtered down and an elderly man in a heavy 
black overcoat shuffled on stage and began read¬ 
ing aloud. 

If you don' know the story, The Woman in Black 
is a classic ghost tale, staged as an impressive two- 
hander: a looming country house, creeping fog, a 
huddle of silent, wary villagers, a chilling rocking 
chair and a corpse-like woman stalking the man¬ 
sion's upper rooms and graveyard. 

Basically it's all about making you jump and 
shriek. 

If my heart rate average, measured after the first 
half, was anything to go by, it does just that. Mine 
had jumped from a healthy 71 beats per minute 
to a max of 119 beats, that's pretty extreme when 
you consider 220, minus your age, is supposed to 
be the absolute your heart can handle. 


There's no gore or bone cracking or bloodi¬ 
ness, it's all in the edge-of-the-seat telling: the 
anticipation of the woman and her withered face 
appearing behind you or flashing in the dark. 

For that 119 spike though I blame a scene where 
smoke clogged the air and obscured everything, 
(including the bizarre American man, which was a 
serious worry). 

The second half went even further and forced 
my heart to stutter from a 74 average up to 120. 

I won't give away any details (it didn't make me 
scream like the schoolgirls in the gallery), but your 
tummy will almost certainly flip. 

Prepare to never look at a rocking chair in the 
same way again . . .

Rural feel 
in suburbia 



EVER wondered how to give your garden a real 
rural touch? Award-winning designer Dan Pearson 
may be able to help. 

After an 11-year absence, Pearson will be re¬ 
turning to work his magic at his sixth RHS Chelsea 
Flower Show by creating a 
garden inspired by Chatsworth 
in Derbyshire, focusing on the 
more rural part of the estate. 

His Laurent-Perrier Chats¬ 
worth Garden will represent 
a small part of the 105-acre 
garden, inspired by the park's 
ornamental trout stream and 
Paxton's rockery, depicting 
an ornamental woodland ani¬ 
mated by a naturalistic water 
feature. 

All this sounds rather elabo¬ 
rate for an amateur gardener 
with a small plot, but Pearson says there are ele¬ 
ments of it you can try in your own garden to give 
it a more rural feel. 

"We often use water in small gardens to try to 
deflect surrounding noises that might be be¬ 
yond the boundaries of the garden, like traffic, 
neighbours or pedestrians. Water is a good thing 
in urban gardens where you have a lot of back¬ 


ground noise. 

"In an urban garden with limited space, you 
might introduce water by having a little pool with 
a pump and water falling over a rock into the 
pool. That can be done in just a square metre." 

Pearson is using colour quite 
freely in his woodland garden 
at Chelsea and is something 
he recommends to gardeners 
whose plot may be overhung by 
trees or oversized shrubs. 

"You may have a predomi¬ 
nance of green which can be 
contrasted with bright splashes 
of flower, but the flowers all 
have very small blooms even 
though they are bright." 

Pearson will be combining 
tangerine orange candelabra 
primulas, P. bulleyana, which 
grow in wet conditions, with P. pulverulenta, a 
cerise pink type with a silvery reverse. 

"Don't be afraid of clashing colours when you 
have enough weight of green elsewhere." 

The garden will also have large elements, 
including rocks from Chatsworth, which are being 
juxtaposed with small, delicate flowers to achieve 
an effective change in scale. 


"In a smaller space, it's always good not to be 
afraid of using large things like a simple piece of 
topiary, contrasted with plants with small flowers 
alongside it. Play with that change of scale. It al¬ 
lows you to inject a sense of confidence, like put¬ 
ting a lovely big sofa in the room, then just using 
a small print or motif on it which stops the piece 
being too weighty. 

"The sort of plants you'd use alongside a simple 
piece of topiary would stop it from feeling too 
heavy. We're using things you can see through 
like umbellifers, not cow parsley but angelica and 
Ligusticum scoticum (Scotch lovage), which is like 
a miniature angelica,and some delicate grasses 
like Melica altissima 'Alba', which has tiny silvery 
flowers which make things shimmer and pick up 
the breeze." 

Woodland planting which is easy to replicate 
includes evergreen ground covers. 

"In shady settings and woodland gardens, often 
in the summer when things die down, you're just 
left with bare earth. When bulbs which have done 
well in the spring die out, so we use evergreen 
ground cover to support that space which other¬ 
wise ends up being something and nothing in the 


height of summer." 

Pearson has used Tellima grandiflora with 
sedges and wild strawberries which will scramble 
about in the shade. 

If you only have a patio garden, a piece of topi¬ 
ary might make a focal point, with wild strawber¬ 
ries in smaller pots alongside. 

"You can also use blueberries in combination 
with wild strawberries for an edible pot. In our 
garden we don't have blueberries but we do have 
enkianthus, which are a close relative and also 
have a really good autumn colour." 

Pearson's Chelsea garden features baby oak, 
field maple (Acer campestre), hawthorn, the 
Japanese snowbell tree (Styrax japonicus) - but 
if you are thinking of growing a tree in a small 
plot, choose one which will match the size of your 
space, he urges. 

"There's nothing worse than having to prune 
a tree that gets too big or even to have to cut it 
down." 

Save your leaves to make leafmould and mulch 
your new, naturalistic space every year, he advises. 
Growing ground cover plants will also protect the 
soil and keep it moist over the summer.

The Transporter 
- 65 years young 


SOME retire at the age of 65 - but this one is just 
getting started! Production of the first 
Volkswagen Transporter began 65 years ago 
and the ‘Bulli’ is still going strong today. The 
first models were built in Wolfsburg before pro¬ 
duction started at a new facility in Hanover in 
1956. This date also marks the beginning of a 
unique automotive love story: today the entire 
model series has attained cult status. Whether 
hippy or tradesman - everyone is driving 
Transporter. 

It all began in 1947 with a pencil sketch: the

Dutch car importer Ben Pon saw a simple flat¬ 
bed vehicle at the Volkswagen plant and, taking 
it as a basic idea, he sketched the outlines of a 
Transporter with Beetle DNA in his notebook. 

Two years later, Volkswagen Plant Manager, 
Heinrich Nordhoff, presented four prototypes: 
two panel vans, a kombi and a small bus. 
Nordhoff promised that the Transporter would 
be as uncompromising and robust as the Beetle: 
‘These vehicles won’t be handled with kid 
gloves, rather they will be treated roughly.’ 

Designers used the engine and axles of the 
Beetle. Instead of a central tubular frame of the 
popular family car, the bus had a unitized body 
that was mounted on a ladder frame. The 1.1- 
litre engine produced 18 kW (24.5PS) at 
3,300rpm. The bus could transport up to eight 
people and the two rear seat rows could be 
removed easily to free up load space for around 
750kg of payload. 

Alfred Haesner, head of technical develop¬ 
ment of Volkswagen GmbH from 1948 to 1952, 
said: “Accordingly, this type of commercial 
delivery vehicle can be used for all branches of 
business, for rush deliveries and freight, eg as a 
small bus, a special-purpose vehicle, postal 
vehicle, ambulance or mobile station.” 

Production began on March 8, 1950, in Hall 1 
of the Volkswagen plant in Wolfsburg, and ten 
vehicles were manufactured per day. 

By the end of 1950, 8,001 Transporters had 
already been built. Demand was enormous, 
especially since its affordable price made it an 
attractive option to tradesmen and retail busi¬ 
nesses. The unique vehicle quickly became an 
export hit as well. Volkswagen buses could sim¬ 
ply transport anything and everything: rubble 
and debris, mortar and building stones, break¬ 
fast rolls and bees wax, cigars and newspapers. 

A Volkswagen bus with a camping box made 
its appearance in 1951 at the automobile exhibi¬ 
tion in Berlin. The delivery van with a rear 
engine suddenly held the promise of an entirely 
different type of travel. For the first time, it trav¬ 
elled over the Alps. Later, it was driven to India 
when hippies discovered the ‘Bulli’ for them¬ 
selves. 

Four years after its production launch, the 
100,000th Volkswagen Transporter came off the 
assembly line in Wolfsburg in 1954. By this 
point, there were 30 different models of the 
vehicle. Daily production in Wolfsburg was at 80 
vehicles but it couldn’t produce more because 
the plant was already filled to capacity with 
Beetle production. It became clear that the 
Transporter needed its own plant. 

Construction work began in early March 1955 
in Hannover-Stocken, and the plant was built 
from the ground up in just one year. In March 
1956, the first “Made in Stocken” Transporters 
come off the assembly 
line. This was the 
beginning of a future 
symbol of the ‘econom¬ 
ic wonder years’. Today, 
a total of 11 million 
T-series vehicles span¬ 
ning five generations 
have been produced 
worldwide.

Commercial Vehicles, 
said: “The production 
launch of the T1 repre¬ 
sented the beginning of 
a long success story that 
has lasted right up to 
today.
